Coed Classes At PA 
Proposed In Study 


An eight-man faculty committee 
at Phillips Academy is recome- 
mending that the boys’ prep school 
gradually develop a coordinate 
education program with nearby 
girls’ schools and also, that it en= 
roll a greater number of ‘‘low 
testers’’ and disadvantaged stu» 
dents, 

Under the first proposal, co-ed 
classes and other cooperative ac=- 
tivities would be arranged with 
such schools as Abbot Academy, 

The Phillipian, the PA student 
newspaper, reports that the need 
to discuss coeducation arises from 
the increasing number of boy-girl 
activities at the Academy and the 
faculty steering committee’s be= 
lief that ‘‘under these circum= 
stances, it is doubtful that the old 
values of an all-male school can 
long prevail,”’ 

The proposal to enroll higher 
percentages of IQ ‘‘low testors”’ 
does not include any suggestion 
that the Andover Academy alter its 
present policy on IQ minimum, 
but that it accept more boys with 
testing records near this 
minimum, 

The purpose is to avoid ‘‘a 
narrowly selective community’® 
and inject more non-academic 
strengths into the student body,” 

The report states that the in- 
tense academic competition of re- 
cent years has led to ‘‘an over= 
valuation of IQ and aptitude test 
scores as measures of human 
worth,’ As a result, according to 
the Phillipian report, the com- 
mittee concludes the Academy is 
failing to serve low testers who, 
despite academic deficiencies, 
possess character traits such as 
creativity, good judgment, courage 
and integrity, enabling them to 
make a valuable contribution to 
the school community. 

Pointing out that many believe 
‘taptitude tests are ‘culturally 
biased’,’’ the faculty study states 
that student’s scores on suchtests 
may rise as much as **20[Qpoints 
during the developmental years.” 

The committee recommends, 
with regard to disadvantaged stu- 
dents, that the school work toward 
enrolling 20 to 25 per class if

No one who has worried through two seasons of 
dangerous drought with the water superintendent could 
question the need for replacement of the present Bancroft 
Reservoir. To have observed his concern for public safety 
through periods of limited supply and low pressure is to 
understand why the town can no longer ignore the fact that 
demands upon this link in its water system are inexcess 
of the reservoir’s capacity to serve. 

The Bancroft Reservoir collects and holds for distri- 
bution water that is pumped in from Haggetts Pond. Right 
now it stores four million gallons less than experts con- 
sider is necessary to assure adequate fire flow under 
emergency conditions and it is very nearly inadequate for 
the routine needs of a population that regards showers, 
automatic washers, garbage disposals and lawn sprinklers 
as necessities of life. 

The area it supplies (central Andover, Shawsheen and 
Ballardvale) is thick with private homes, apartments, busi- 
ness and industrial establishments; it is an area through 
which fire could spread at a frightening rate if water were 
in short supply. 

The Bancroft Reservoir has been proposed before, 
defeated and postponed when it could still have been built 
in anticipation of developing problems. 

But the future has become the present. To delay at this 
point in time is to gamble with more than the possibility 
of inconvenience; it is to risk disaster. 


The TOWNSMAN supports a YES vote on Article 13. 


A Better View 


Following a campaign that made strong issue of support 
for the manager form of government, voters returned to 
office Monday two Selectmen who took strong positions in 
favor of the present municipal charter throughout the 
debate. 

Their clear cut victory should demonstrate to the Board 
of Selectmen that even though it may eventually be wise 
to refine and/or clarify some sections of the charter, the 
people want the basic precepts, the balances of power, to 
stand as they were initially established. 

It is important now that the Selectmen, all five of them, 
react to the voice of the people with greater determina- 
tion. It is easy for an elected board to get mired in 
minutiae — the public is partially to blame because there 
are people who persist in ringing up Selectmen to discuss 
problems with pot holes or street lights or barking dogs 
and snow plows — but these are problems of administra- 
tion and the proper concern of the manager and his depart- 
ment heads unless there is a controversy that cannot be 
resolved. 

If the Selectmen can shake free of such involvements, 
they will have the time they need to develop broad 
nolicies and goals for consideration by Town Meeting, to 
lay plans for orderly growth and work to achieve a more 
balanced tax base and — most immediately — become 
thoroughly conversant with the role this town is going to 
have to play and the decisions it is going to have to make 
to cooperate with the state and neighboring communities 
in controlling pollution of the Merrimack River. These 
problems, and others of such magnitude are problems that 
belong to the Board of Selectmen and they require study 
and debate, study and debate and study and debate. 


The board should resolve to devote its energies in 
1967 to two or three key matters and lay the groundwork 
for policy in a manner that befits the directors of a $6.8 
million concern. 

Observing the municipal government from such a vant- 
age point, they will be in a better position than ever 
before to perform their remaining key responsibility — that 
of seeing that the town is administered efficiently and 
effectively. 


“No” Recommended 


The Planning Board will recommend Saturday that Town 
Meeting reject the proposals of two developers for apart- 
ment complexes off Haverhill and Elm Streets by rejecting 
the zoning changes that would make them possible. 

The board has said that construction of some 190 apart- 
ment units in each of the locations would be excessive 
for the acreage involved. 

The TOWNSMAN concurs and favors negative votes on 
Articles 30 and 31.

The Planning Board has joined
